opinion, and the judgment Is now 
reversed, the same Judge writing 
the opinion of the Court —hold- 
ny that as to faith of the State 
as pledged for bills for the holders 
were entitled to rely upon that ereJit 
and to its protection. The credit of 
the State could not be withdrawa 
without an open and clear declara- 
tion to that elfcet and such a declara- 
was not made until 186s, by the re- 
peal of the charter which was no law 
‘o render the bills no tender in the 
present case. One other case was 
decided by the decision in this. Jus- 
tice Hunt delivered the opinion; Jus- 
tice Bradley dissented.

such as will more effectually relieve 
them from Want and produce a self- 
reliance and respect which tend to 
elevate their character, strengthen 
their physical powers, and enable 
them to betterappreciate the bounties 
of their Creator. ‘‘He that will not 
work neither shall he eat,” isamaxim 
of Scripture. There can be no true 
rational enjoyment without soul-in- 
vigorating mdustry. Inaction enfee— 
bles and debases the mind, while 
wholesome employment strengthens 
and elevates; and rightly guided, will 
do all for the glory of God. 

We rejoice to see the following 
clause in the recent article of your 
local editor: | 

“Wedo this in the interest of the 
destitute and starving of the city of 
Raleigh, with a hope that we may be 
the means of inaugurating some p/an 
for the relief of such, if they are to be 
found in the city.’’

The scene of the Sea-Gift is laid, for 
the most, part in North Carolina, and 
childhood and boyhood and student 
life at Chapel Hill are sketched with 
wonderful fidelity to nature. True, 
much of this is commonplace, but 
isn’t your life and ours, O critical 
friend, made up of the commonplace, 
end if it were less so, the book would 
be less natural.

Rev. J, C. Alexander, of Mecklen- 
vurg Presbytery, appeared and gave 
~i\istactory reasons for his absence. 
hiev. J. H. Fitzgerald, late of Wesi 
‘ianover Presbytery, Va., was re- 
ported by Orange Presbytery as a 

oember, and was enrolled asa mem- 
ver of the Synod. 

the annual report of Union Theo- 
logical Seminery was read and refer- 
rod to committee on the subject. 
This report shows that at the close 
of the 49th year of the Seminary, Muy 
IS7TS, there were sixty-two students, 
uid of this number sixteen students 
of the Senior Class stood their final 
eXaimination, and the usual certifi- 
cates were awarded them, Certificates 
were also awarded to two others who 
could not be at the examination, and 
who rendered satisfactory excuses. 
since the report of 1872, seven hun- 
dred and seventeen volumes have 
been added to the library. The total 
number ef volumcs is 9,075. ] 

Thesynodie 1 freasurer’s report was 
read and referred to its appropriate 
committee. 

The Moderator appointed 11 o’clock 
a. m., to-day to hear the Committee 
on Publication,

She asks everybody in the depot and 
on the platform when her train will 
start, and where it will stand, and, 
looking straight at the great clock, 
asks: ‘What time is it now ?” She 
sees, With terror, the baggage man 
shy her trunk into a car where two 
men are smoking instead of locking 
it up by itselfin alarge, strong, brown 
car, With ‘‘ Bad order shops,” chalked 
on the side, which she has, long ago, 
determined to be the baggage car, as 
the only safe onein sight. Although 
the first at the depot, she is the last to 
get her ticket, and once on the cars, 
she sits, to the end of her journey, in 
an agony of apprehension that she 
has got on the wrong train and will 
be landed atsome strange station, put 
into a large and close carriage, drug- 
ged and murdered, and to every last 
male passenger who walks down the 
aisle she stands up and presents her 
ticket, which she invariably carries 
in her hand. .
